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REGIONALIZATION 


What  is  it? 


Regionalization  is  an  extension  of  the  Pentucket 
School  Committee  jurisdiction  to  include  the 
elementary  schools  of  Merrimac,  Groveland  and 
West  Newbury. 


Why  do  we  need  it? 


By  regionalizing  all  our  grades  we  will  have  one 
school  committee  instead  of  five.  This  means  far 
greater  efficiency  in  use  of  administrative  time  and 
energy. 

Regionalization  will  result  in  increased  state  aid  to 
the  school  district. 

Our  school  services  are  stripped  to  bare  minimums, 
especially  in  art,  music,  guidance,  and  physical 
education.  Core  programs  of  math,  science,  and 
English  have  also  lost  heavily. 

We  can  better  coordinate  the  preparation  of  all 
students  entering  the  Junior  High. 


What  do  we  get? 


We  will  receive  approximately  one  million  dollars  in 
new  state  aid,  some  of  which  can  be  used  to  reduce 
the  tax  rate.  This  additional  aid  has  been  provided  by 
the  state  for  over  thirty  years  to  encourage  towns  to 
pool  their  resources  to  guarantee  more  compre¬ 
hensive  and  efficient  school  programs. 


Where  will  this  money  go? 


All  state  aid  is  distributed  according  to  the  location 
of  the  students.  In  our  district  half  will  go  to  the 
elementary  schools  and  half  will  go  to  the  Junior 
High  and  High  Schools. 


What  will  the  increased  aid  be  used  for? 


When  regionalization  passes,  the  new  school 
committee  will  plan  the  use  of  the  increased  aid  which 
will  be  available  July  1,  1985.  We  will  have  a  year  to 
develop  priorities  and  plans.  We  anticipate  that  the 
new  aid  will  be  used  to  recover  some  of  our  losses, 
improve  facilities  and  equipment,  and  address  the 
demands  of  parents  for  programs  for  gifted  and 
talented  students,  elementary  school  foreign 
languages,  adequate  business  and  computer 
training  for  employment,  and  new  sports  programs 
including  soccer  and  hockey  for  which  there  is  agreat 
demand  from  parents  in  all  three  communities. 


Are  there  strings  attached? 


Yes,  one.  The  state  requires  that  we  have  one  school 
committee  which  means  neighbors  will  share  the 
responsibility  for  the  elementary  schools  as  they  have 
for  the  secondary  schools  for  over  twenty  years. 


Will  we  lose  our  ability  to  have  unique 

programs  at  the  elementary  schools? 


No.  In  fact,  this  will  improve  because  there  is  so  little 
money  now.  Furthermore,  the  District  committee  can 
approve  and  fund  programs  that  differ  among  the 
towns,  and  any  town  can  fund  unique  programs 
beyond  district  funding  if  it  chooses. 


Will  elementary  school  children  be 

bussed  out  of  town? 


r 


No.  The  regional  school  contract  requires  that 
elementary  school  children  go  to  school  in  their  town. 
This  can  only  be  changed  by  annual  town  meeting 
vote  of  all  three  towns. 


Will  towns  be  forced  to  pick  up  the 

excess  costs  of  the  other  towns? 


No.  The  contract  requires  that  costs  and 
reimbursements  be  distributed  according  to  the 
town's  percentage  of  enrollment  of  students  in 
a  school  building.  This  means  that  each  town  will 
continue  to  be  responsibleforthecostsof  maintaining 
their  own  school  buildings.  The  difference  is  that  there 
will  be  more  money  available  to  reduce  the  cost  to  the 
town. 


Will  Regionalization  mean  hiring  new 

administrators? 


No.  In  fact,  it  will  mean  much  better  use  of  the  time 
administrators  now  have  available. 


Will  elementary  school  teachers  be 

shuffled  under  Regionalization? 


No.  There  will  be  no  need  to  change  present  teacher 
placements.  Job  security  will  improve  under 
regionalization  because  teachers  discharged  due  to 
reductions  in  force  will  have  access  to  openings  in 
other  towns.  This  is  not  guaranteed  under  the  present 
system. 


Are  there  benefits  to  the  towns  in 

general? 

Yes.  Currently,  elementary  transportation  costs  each 
town  about  $40,000.  This  will  be  funded  at  100%  by  the 
school  district. 

In  addition,  many  of  the  costs  of  maintaining  and 
insuring  the  elementary  schools  will  be  absorbed  by 
the  district. 

Furthermore,  there  will  be  a  proposal  to  form  a 
standing  committee  of  school  and  finance  committee 
representatives  to  address  school/town  fiscal  issues 
including  the  intent  to  find  ways  to  reduce 
assessments. 

PROPERTY  TAX  RELIEF  WILL  RESULT  FROM 
REGIONALIZATION. 


Who  will  represent  each  town's 
interests? 


The  towns  will  continue  to  elect  their  own  school 
committee  representatives.  Representation  will  be 
based  on  the  size  of  the  towns,  with  four  from 
Merrimac,  five  from  Groveland,  and  three  from  West 
Newbury.  This  distribution  will  change  as  town 
populations  change. 


What  if  regionalization  doesn't  work 
out? 


The  contract  provides  that  any  one  town  can  vote  to 
withdraw  after  July  1,  1987. 


What  is  the  record  on  regionalization 
state  wide? 


Since  the  law  was  passed  over  thirty  years  ago,  over 
80%  of  all  cities  and  towns  have  entered  academic 
and/or  vocational  regions.  There  are  currently  52 
academic  regions  of  which  15  are  K-12  and  the 
number  is  expected  to  increase  to  over  20  this  year. 
Furthermore,  the  extra  school  aid  that  is  tied  to 
regionalization  has  remained  in  place  over  30  years 
and  has  been  increased  from  80%  to  100%  for  FY85.  No 
partial  or  full  K-12  district  has  dissolved  in  30 
years. 

IN  THE  FINAL  ANALYSIS,  REGIONALIZATION  IS 
AN  OPPORTUNITY  FOR  OUR  THREE  TOWNS  TO 
PULL  TOGETHER  TO  HOLD  OFF  FURTHER 
EROSION  OF  OUR  SCHOOLS,  RETURN  TO 
CREATIVE  PLANNING,  AND  GIVE  RELIEF  TO 
BELEAGUERED  TAX  PAYERS  AND  TOWN 
BUDGETS.

To  Brian  Peavey,  one  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac: 
GREETINGS: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are 
hereby  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of 
Merrimac  to  meet  in  the  RED  OAK  SCHOOL  in  Merrimac  on  March 
5,  1984  at  8:00  o’clock  in  the  evening  to  act  on  the  following  articles, 
namely: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Merrimac  will  vote  to 
petition  the  great  and  General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  to  enact  Special  Legislation  enabling  the  Town  of 
Merrimac  to  amend  its  code  for  the  purpose  of  controlling  rents  and 
evictions  in  mobile  parks.  Such  Legislation  shall  read  as  follows: 

AN  ACT  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  ESTABLISHMENT  AND 
ADMINISTRATION  OF  RENT  REGULATIONS  AND  THE 
CONTROL  OF  EVICTIONS  IN  MOBILE  HOME  PARK 
ACCOMMODATIONS  IN  THE  TOWN  OF  MERRIMAC. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  Declaration  of  Emergency.  The  General  court 
finds  and  declares  that  a  serious  public  emergency  exist  with  respect 
to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of  citizens  in  the  town  of 
Merrimac,  which  emergency  has  been  created  by  excessive 
abnormally  high  and  unwarranted  rental  increases  imposed  by 
some  owners  of  mobile  parks  located  therein;  that  unless  mobile 
home  parks  rents  and  eviction  of  tenants  are  regulated  and 
controlled,  such  emergency  will  produce  serious  threats  to  the  public 
health,  safety,  and  general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  said  town, 
paritcularly  the  elderly;  that  such  emergency  should  be  met  by  the 
Commonwealth  immediately  and  with  due  regard  for  the  rights  and 
responsibilities  of  the  town  of  Merrimac. 
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SECTION  2.  General  Powers.  The  town  of  Merrimac  may,  by 
its  by-laws,  regulate  rents  for  the  use  of  occupanv  of  mobile  home 
park  accommodations  in  said  town,  establish  a  rent  board  for  the 
purpose  of  regulating  rents,  minimum  standards  for  the  use  or 
occupany  of  mobile  home  park  accommodations  and  evictions  of 
tenants  therefrom  and  may,  by  its  by-laws,  require  registration  by 
owners  of  mobile  home  park  accommodations,  under  penalty  or 
perjury,  or  'information  relating  to  the  mobile  home  park 
accommodations,  under  penalty  of  perjury,  of  information  relating 
to  the  mobile  home  park  accommodations.  Such  rents,  standards 
and  evictions  may  be  regulated  by  the  rent  hoard  so  as  to  remove 
hardships  or  correct  inequities  for  both  the  owner  and  the  tenants  of 
such  mobile  home  park  accommodations.  Said  rent  board  shall  have 
all  powers  necessary  or  convenient  to  perform  its  functions,  may 
make  rules  and  regulations,  require  registration  by  owners  of  mobile 
home  park  accommodations,  under  penalty  of  perjury,  of 
information  relating  to  the  mobile  home  park  accommodations,  sue 
and  be  sued,  compel  the  attendance  of  persons  and  the  production  of 
papers  and  information,  and  issue  appropriate  orders  which  shall 
he  binding  on  both  the  owner  and  tentants  of  such  mobile  home  park 
accommodations.  Violations  of  any  by-laws  adopted  pursuant  to 
this  act  or  order  of  said  rent  board  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  for  any  one  offense. 

* 

SECTION  3.  Standard  for  Adjusting  Rents,  (a)  In  regulating 
rents,  for  such  mobile  home  parks  accommodations,  the  rent  hoard 
established  under  section  one  may  make  such  individual  or  general 
adjustments,  either  upward  or  downward,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
assure  that  rents  for  the  mobile  home  park  accommodations  in  said 
town  are  established  at  levels  which  yield  to  owners  a  fair  net 
operating  income  for  such  units,  (b)  Said  town  in  its  by-laws  or 
said  rent  hoard  by  regulation  may  establish  further  standards  and 
rules  consistent  with  this  act. 

SECTION  4.  Incorporation  of  Administration  Procedure 
Act.  The  provision  of  Chapter  thirty  A  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be 
applicable  to  the  rent  board,  established  under  section  one,  as  if  said 
rent  hoard  were  an  agency  of  the  Commonwealth,  including  those 
provisions  giving  agencies  the  powers  to  issue,  vacate,  modify  and 
enforce  subpoenas  and  those  provisions  relating  to  judicial  review 
of  an  agency  order. 
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SECTION  5.  Conference  of  Jurisdiction,  (a)  The  District 
Court  Department  shall  have  original  jurisdiction,  concurrently 
with  the  Superior  Court,  of  all  petitions  for  review  brought  pursuant 
to  section  fourteen  of  Chapter  thirty  A  of  the  General  Laws,  (b)  The 
Superior  Court  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  act  and  any  by-laws  adopted  thereunder  and  may  restrain 
violations  thereof. 

SECTION  6.  Defense  to  Summary  Process  for  Procession. 
The  town  of  Merrimac  may  by  its  by-laws  regulate  the  eviction  of 
tenants  and  the  rent  board,  established  under  section  one,  may  issue 
orders  which  shall  be  a  defense  to  an  action  of  summary  process  for 
possession  and  such  orders  shall  be  reviewable  pursuant  to  section 
two  and  three. 

SECTION  7.  Exemption  from  Civil  Service.  The  personnel  of 
the  rent  board  established  under  section  one  shall  not  be  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  nine  A  of  Chapter  thirty  of  the  General 
Laws. 

SECTION  8.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  act  or  the 
application  of  such  provision  to  any  person  or  circumstances  shall 
be  held  invalid,  the  validity  of  the  remainder  of  this  act  and  the 
application  of  such  provision  to  other  persons  or  circumstances 
shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 

SECTION  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

PASSED 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  from 
available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  the  development  of  a 
program  for  the  revaluation  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  for  Fiscal  1986 
by  a  professional  revaluation  firm  to  be  presented  to  the  Department 
of  Revenue;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  from 
available  funds  the  amount  of  $8,901.51  representing  insurance 
proceeds  received  from  Traveler’s  Insurance  Company  for  damages 
to  the  Attitash  (E.  Main  Street)  Pump  Station;  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto.

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ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  from 
available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  pay  F.  H.  Sands  &  Sons,  Inc.  for 
tires  purchased  hy  the  Police  Department  in  May  of  1983;  or  take 
any  other  action.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


On  January  24, 1983  the  Board  of  Selectmen  receivewd  a  request 
that  they  appoint  a  member  to  represent  Merrimac  on  the 
Regionalization  Amendment  Committee.  This  committee  will  begin 
studying  the  pros  and  cons  of  full  regionalization  of  the  elementary 
schools  with  the  Pentucket  Regional.  George  Stevens  expressed  an 
interest  and  it  was  voted  unanimously  to  appoint  him.  Several 
members  of  the  Board  went  to  the  first  two  meetings  at  the  Page 
School  and  it  quickly  became  aparent  that  there  were  many 
divergent  views.  Everyone  agreed  a  great  deal  more  time  and 
information  would  be  needed  before  a  concensus  would  be  reached. 

Throughout  the  months  of  January,  February  and  March,  the 
Chairman  represented  the  Town  on  the  Essex  County  Retirement 
Board.  For  the  second  year  the  Advisory  Board  was  successful  in 
holding  the  county  to  a  level  funded  budget  thus  assuring  that 
Merrimac’s  assessment  would  remain  at  last  year’s  figure. 

For  the  first  time  the  Merrimac  Regional  Transportation 
Authority  set  up  a  beach  run  for  the  summer  months,  and  Merrimac 
agreed  to  participate.  If  the  number  of  users  warrants  it  the  service 
will  become  permanent. 

The  Merrimac  Art’s  Council  met  several  times  with  the  Board  to 
inform  them  of  their  plans  for  Old  Home  Day.  It  was  held  in  the 
summer  and  was  enormously  successful  and  enjoyed  by  everyone. 

In  the  spring  Chief  Montigny  resigned  and  James  Flynn  was 
appointed  acting  Chief  of  Police. 

In  August  the  Board  received  the  bad  news  from  the  Assessors 
and  the  Accountant  that  there  was  a  serious  error  in  the  figures 
given  to  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Selectmen  stating  the 
amount  the  town  could  appropriate  at  town  meeting.  This  error 
resulted  in  a  shortfall  of  approximately  $260,000.  This  figure  was 
later  adjusted  to  about  $246,000.  The  Board  directed  the  Town 
Accountant  to  meet  immediately  with  the  MA  Department  of 
Revenue  to  review  the  entire  situation,  and  to  get  recommendations 
regarding  solutions.  As  a  result,  it  was  recommended  that  the  town 
try  for  an  override  of  proposition  2Vz.  If  that  did  not  pass,  that  the 
board  use  the  sewer  betterments  already  collected  to  reduce  the 


29 


shortfall,  combined  with  further  cuts  in  budgets  at  a  special  town 
meeting.  The  override  failed  and  the  deficit  was  reduced  at  a  special 
town  meeting  on  October  26,  1983  and  by  the  use  of  the  sewer 
betterments. 

In  the  summer,  the  Board  met  with  the  Civil  Defense  Director, 
James  Smith,  along  with  the  Police  Chief,  Fire  Chief,  Board  of 
Health  chairman,  Light  &  Water  manager,  and  school  representa¬ 
tives  to  review  the  Seabrook  Emergency  Response  Plan.  Mr.  Smith 
worked  very  hard  through  the  year  with  Civil  Defense  and  the 
Engineering  people  from  Seabrook  to  try  to  complete  the  plans.  Mr. 
Smith  held  a  public  hearing  in  November,  and  then  met  with  the 
Selectmen  for  a  final  review  of  the  draft.  At  this  meeting,  a  turn  out 
of  citizens  with  questions  continued  to  press  for  explanations  of 
certain  areas.  Mr.  Smith  felt  he  had  done  all  he  could,  and  submitted 
his  resignation.  In  December  a  citizens  group  again  met  with  the 
Selectmen  to  further  scrutinize  the  plan.  Representatives  from 
Civil  Defense  took  note  of  all  questions  still  unresolved  and  agree  to 
pursue  the  answers  and  to  get  hack  to  the  Selectmen. 

It  was  a  busy  financially  difficult  year  for  the  town.  It  is  hoped, 
and  with  some  confidence  that  after  July  1,  1984,  the  financial 
problems  will  begin  to  ease,  and  even  that  the  sewer  project  will 
finally  he  fully  completed. 

The  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  given  of  their 
time  and  efforts  over  the  past  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

In  1983,  approximately  80%  of  our  750  elder  population  in 
Merrimac  have  been  served  through  the  efforts  of  the  Council  on 
Aging,  the  Senior  Center  staff  (Kathleen  Gorman  and  Doris 
Bachelder),  the  Senior  Aides  and  the  volunteers. 

The  Council  on  Aging  is  as  in  the  past  primarily  an 
“information  and  referral”  agency.  Mental  Health  Blood  pressure 
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and  Health  Care,  Transportation,  Income  Tax  Assistance, 
Protective  and  Legal  Services,  Homemaker,  Weatherization  and 
fuel  Assistance  are  some  of  the  information  obtained  for  our 
townspeople. 

The  Senior  Aide  program,  funded  by  the  Department  of  Labor 
and  Administered  by  the  Elder  Services  of  Merrimack  Valley, 
reaches  out  to  the  homebound,  hospitalized  and  those  in  nursing 
homes.  This  year  with  Bobbie  Bridges,  Louise  Darling  (resigned  in 
March)  and  Violet  Gallagher  (July-November)  2,357  of  the  elders 
were  contacted. 

Through  Title  III  funding,  our  nutrition  program  supervised  by 
Sophie  Wozniak,  served  4,213  meals  at  the  site.  The  Meals  on  Wheels 
served  2,488  meals  to  the  homebound. 

Our  Health  program  has  provided  weekly  blood  pressure  clinics 
at  the  Center,  Merri  Village  and  North  Shore  Community  Park 
totaling  591  this  year.  Also,  220  flu  vaccines  were  administered.  The 
cancer  detection  clinic  was  held  and  well  attended.  The  dental 
program  is  continuing  operations. 

The  Friends  of  the  Council  have  been  active  in  raising  funds  to 
assist  in  the  social  activities.  They  have  donated  $327  for  various 
events  during  the  year. 

This  year  we  had  our  first  student  intern  from  the  Gerontology 
program  at  Northern  Essex  Community  College  for  10  weeks. 

The  Senior  Activity  Committee  plans  day  trips  to  different 
shopping  centers,  museums,  plays,  ice  capades,  dinners,  etc.,  with 
each  participant  paying  their  own  way.  This  year  there  were  19  trips 
with  292  elders  participating. 

The  Center  was  used  as  a  working  example  with  Community 
Action  giving  a  three  day  training  program  on  weatherization  of  the 
home. 

The  Center  aided  Community  Action  with  three  distributions  of 
cheese  and  butter.  Using  the  help  of  volunteers,  there  were  3,100 
pounds  of  cheese  distributed  to  441  persons  or  families. 
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The  Center  activities  have  included  movies,  classes  in  knitting, 
doll  making;  needlepoint;  punch  and  cut  lamp  shades  and  chair 
caning.  Also,  there  are  available  at  various  times  during  the  week, 
Bingo,  Yoga,  Slimnastics  and  Line  Dancing.  Our  weekly  coffee 
socials,  monthly  birthday  parties  and  holiday  celebrations  have 
been  greatly  successful. 

Special  events  have  had  good  turn  outs,  such  as  the  Cook  Out  at 
Lake  Attitash,  the  Senior  Citizen  recognition  contest  in  May,  Old 
Home  Day  in  August  with  Open  House  at  the  Center  and  our  own 
Doris  Bachelder  and  Chester  Wozniak  grand  marshalls  of  the 
parade.  The  Christmas  party  had  127  in  attendance  to  finish  our 
year  of  special  events. 

The  Inter-generational  program  with  about  20  of  our  elders  and 
a  group  of  teens  from  Pentucket  High  Shcool,  have  held  round  table 
discussions,  attended  lectures  and  have  gone  on  field  trips  together, 
thus  sharing  life  experiences  and  closing  some  of  the  “Generation 
Gap”. 

The  Transportation  program  is  a  system  which  provides 
reimbursement  of  25<£  per  mile,  insurance  coverage  and  training  for 
volunteers  who  drive  elders  to  their  appointments,  grocery 
shopping,  personal  errands  and  social  center  events.  Contributions 
are  accepted  and  made  directly  to  the  program.  In  1983,  542 
individuals  were  transported  and  810  hours  were  volunteered  by 
drivers. 

The  Council  was  the  recipient  of  a  formula  grant  of  $654.00  to  be 
used  for  an  Air  Conditioner  for  the  Center.  This  grant  is  made  on  the 
per  capita  count  of  the  elders  in  Merrimac.  Also,  an  Art  Grant  of 
$250.00  was  received  to  be  used  for  oil  painting  classes. 

The  Council  continues  to  meet  on  the  third  Tuesday  evening  of 
each  month.  Members  of  the  Council  also  attend  the  Area  East  Area 
Council  on  Aging  meetings.

In  August,  Jane  F.  Rines,  9  Mill  Street,  was  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  Board  created  when  no 
candidate  ran  for  the  office  in  the  May  election.  This  term  expires  in 
1986. 
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A  regulation  was  passed  in  November  that  all  homeowners 
accessible  to  the  municipal  sewer  had  to  connect  into  the  sewer  by 
September  1,  1984  unless  they  had  a  subsurface  sewage  disposal 
system  installed  after  January  1,  1972  that  could  be  certified  as 
being  in  proper  working  order.  This  certification  has  to  be  submitted 
by  May  15,  1984  and  gives  the  homeowner  until  June  11, 1987  before 
mandatory  connection  into  the  municipal  sewer. 

On  December  1, 1983,  John  Campobasso  retired  as  the  Board  of 
Health  Inspector.  The  Board  was  extremely  fortunate  to  have  had 
Mr.  Campobasso’s  expertise  as  a  registered  professional  engineer 
and  expresses  gratitude  for  his  dedicated  service. 

Robert  F.  Roy  submitted  his  resignation  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  after  eight  years  of  active  membership.  Former  member 
Arthur  W.  Hoyt,  54  Birch  Meadow  Road,  was  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  fill  Mr.  Roy’s  unexpired  term  until  May,  1984.

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19  Units  Sec.  8  Scattered  Site  -  Federal  Rental  Assistance 

During  the  year,  the  Merrimac  Housing  installed  a  new  Merri 
Village  sign  in  front  of  the  Community  Hall.  Also  completed  were 
traffic  pattern  Enter  and  Exit  signs.  Three  new  parking  spaces  were 
cut  out  and  hot  topped  for  added  tenant  parking.

In  April,  Chief  Donald  J.  Montigny  retired  on  a  disability  and  I 
was  named  to  the  position  of  Acting  Chief.  Once  again  no 
replacement  was  named  to  fill  the  vacancy  and  with  Patrolman 
Vance  attending  the  Academy,  the  Reserve  Officers  were  heavily 
relied  upon  to  fill  the  void.  Despite  the  wages  and  for  the  most  part 
working  alone,  they  performed  excellently. 

Over  half  of  the  Reserve  Officers  attended  the  Massachusetts 
Criminal  Justice  Training  Academy  for  Reserves  held  at  Topsfield 
for  fourteen  weeks  at  their  own  expense  and  I  would  like  to 
congratulate  them  on  their  success.  The  entire  Town  benefits  with 
any  training  programs  that  the  men  attend. 

In  1983  we  began  a  child  fingerprinting  program  for  the 
children  of  the  Town  and  the  turnout  was  enormous.  We  intend  to 
make  this  an  annual  program  and  look  foward  to  seeing  parents 
take  advantage  of  this. 

Despite  manpower  shortages  and  budgetary  limitations,  the 
Police  Department  attempted  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  service 
and  professionalism  that  the  Townspeople  expect  and  we  feel 
deserve.  With  projected  budgetary  cuts  expected  for  the  upcoming 
fiscal  year,  we  will  be  sorely  pressed  to  maintain  quality  service  for 
the  Town,  but  we  will  make  every  effort  to  perform  to  our  best. 

I  would  like  to  thank  you  for  your  support  of  the  Department 
during  1983  and  extend  special  thanks  to  the  other  Town 
Departments  for  all  the  co-operation  and  assistance  they  have 
provided  for  us  during  the  year.

BOARD  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Sewer  Pipeline  Contracts  II,  III,  and  IV  as  well  as  Contract  I  for 
the  Treatment  Plant  have  been  completed  and  final  payments  have 
been  made  to  the  contractors.  Pipeline  Contract  V  is  99%  complete. 

The  Betterment  invoices  were  mailed  to  the  abutters  in 
September.  The  total  amount  billed  was  $522,766.48,  of  this 
$188,147.18  plus  $9,728.34  in  interest  have  been  collected. 

Sewer  Use  charges  collected  in  1983,  were  $50,412.53. 
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On  December  28,  1983,  the  final  inspection  was  made  by  the 
Corps  of  Engineers  for  EPA  and  they  found  all  contracts  were 
completed  to  their  specifications. 

Request  for  final  grant  inspection  and  close  out  will  be  made  in 
the  first  quarter  of  1984. 

Out  of  a  possible  730  buildings,  520  are  now  connected  to  the 
system.  The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  would  like  to  urge  all 
abutters  who  are  not  presently  connected  to  the  system  to  do  so  to 
guarantee  the  clean  up  of  Cobblers  Brook.

REPORT  OF  THE 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Merrimac  Conservation  Commission  has  met  regularly 
during  the  year.  In  addition,  we  have  conducted  hearings,  observed 
several  situations  in  the  field,  and  responded  to  numerous  questions 
about  the  Wetlands  Act.  (Massachusetts  General  Law,  Chapter  131, 
Section  40).  This  is  the  law  which  provides  for  our  existence  and  in 
turn  for  the  protection  of  the  town’s  wetlands  and  for  a  means  of 
vigilance  over  potentially  harmful  activity  or  conditions. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  for  their  cooperation  and  for 
the  pride  that  they  take  in  keeping  Merrimac  environmentally 
sound  and  in  keeping  the  quality  of  life  high.  We  remind  that  the 
Wetlands  Protections  Act  has  been  designed  for  the  benefit  of  the 
entire  community.  That  means  that  every  citizen  is  required  to 
notify  the  Commission  if  he  or  she  plans  to  alter  in  any  way  a 
wetland  or  a  fragile  area  adjacent  to  a  wetland  (usually  within  100 
feet).  In  the  same  vein,  every  citizen  has  a  right  to  petition  through 
the  Act  (and  the  Commisison)  if  he  or  she  feels  that  a  situation 
applies  and  needs  to  be  corrected. 
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We  on  the  Commission  stand  ready  to  serve  you.

The  Department  of  Revenue  approved  the  Fiscal  1983  rate  in 
April  1983  after  the  Assessors  met  all  the  educational,  certification, 
classification  and  revaluation  requirements.  The  Board  of 
Assessors  have  until  1986  to  accomplish  the  next  revaluation 
recertification  by  a  professional  firm. 

Consequently,  after  reviewing  all  new  construction  and  after 
much  delay  for  a  special  town  meeting  to  meet  the  levy  limit  imposed 
by  the  2V>  legislation,  the  Assessors  were  able  to  have  a  single 
classified  rate  for  all  classes  for  1984  certified  at  $22.50  on  November 
14th,  1983  by  the  Department  of  Revenue.

Whittier  Regional’s  goal  is  to  train 
students  for  profitable  employment  and  to  provide  social  skills  that 
will  carry  them  through  life  as  productive  employees  and  concerned 
and  knowledgeable  participants  within  their  communities. 

Whittier  has  just  expanded  its  curriculum  offerings  by  the 
recent  opening  of  a  Whittier  Branch  of  the  Family  Mutual  Savings 
Bank.  It  was  built  by  Whittier  students.  It  has  been  equipped  by  the 
Family  Mutual  Savings  Bank,  the  Mosler  Safe  Company,  and 
Distribution  Associates,  Inc.  It  has  added  one  more  curriculum 
offering  to  the  students  at  the  school  and  its  opening  has  been 
enthusiastically  received  by  the  students  and  staff. 
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Whittier  has  recently  been  awarded  a  grant  of  $124,101.00  of 
federal  monies  which  are  administered  by  the  state.  This  grant  will 
be  matched  by  budgeted  monies  to  offer  education  in  Data 
Processing  and  Electronics  to  one  hundred  adults.  These  monies 
will  also  be  used  to  upgrade  our  facility  and  equipment  in 
Electronics  and  Data  Processing  to  the  return  of  the  State  of  the  Art.

During  the  1982-1983  school  year,  the  School  Committee  was 
again  faced  with  making  hard  fiscal  and  educational  program 
decisions  in  an  effort  to  continue  the  high  quality  of  education  for 
Merrimac’s  children.  Several  program  improvements  came  about 
during  this  year.  The  Science  program  was  revised  throughout  the 
district.  New,  updated  texts  were  purchased.  Teachers  from 
Merrimac  were  in  the  forefront  in  this  curriculum  undertaking.  A 
Task  Force  helped  to  define  broadly  the  beginnings  of  a  fledgling 
computer  instructional  program.  The  P.T.O.  supported  the 
beginnings  of  this  program  through  their  purchases  of  computers 
for  the  schools. 
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A  program  for  gifted  and  talented  students  is  being  developed 
and  the  first  phase  is  being  implemented  through  an  activity  period. 
The  schools  were  fortunate  to  have  the  help  of  Mr.  Leo  Joubert, 
Pharmacist,  in  the  presentation  of  a  drug  and  alcohol  abuse 
program  for  grades  4-6.  We  express  our  deep  appreciation  to  Mr. 
Joubert  for  his  time  and  effort  on  behalf  of  the  children. 

A  continuing  area  of  concern  to  the  School  Committee  is  the 
heating  system  of  the  Donaghue  School.  A  sub-committee  spent 
many  hours  studying  this  problem  and  brought  forth 
recommendations  for  solutions.  This  matter  is  still  unresolved  at 
this  writing.  The  Committee  will  continue  to  give  the  school  plant 
maintenance  issues  top  priority  in  the  coming  months. 

The  Committee  has  undertaken  a  review  of  its  policies  during 
1982-1983  and,  to  date,  has  revised  many  of  them  in  conformance 
with  state  and  federal  regulations.  The  Committee  invites  the  public 
to  interact  over  the  issues  contained  in  the  policies  and  urges  your 
attendance  at  their  meetings. 

It  is  our  resolve  to  bring  the  issues  facing  public  education  to 
your  attention  during  the  coming  months  and  we  actively  solicit 
your  help,  support  and  participation  in  our  schools  for  the  benefit  of 
your  children.

Annual  Report  -  Fiscal  1983 

To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Groveland,  Merrimac  and  West 
Newbury: 

The  Pentucket  Regional  District  School  Committee  submits  this 
report  to  you  for  the  1983  fiscal  year.  The  School  Committee  believes 
that  all  youth  have  the  right  to  educational  opportunities  of  a 
quality  and  caliber  which  will  develop  their  potential  as  individuals 
and  as  citizens  in  participatory  democracy.  The  Committee  feels 
that  the  communities  desire  the  best  possible  education  for  our 
children  within  the  fiscal  capabilities  of  the  taxpayers. 

The  time  for  reform  seems  to  be  upon  us.  In  this  past  year,  18 
studies  were  in  progress  on  the  schools  throughout  the  country.  Four 
major  reports  came  out  in  April,  May  and  June,  calculated  to  set 
change  in  motion.  What  are  these  reports  saying?;  what  is  the 
impact  in  our  community?;  and  how  are  we  addressing  the 
criticisms  in  our  schools? 

A  Nation  at  Risk:  The  Imperative  For  Educational 
Reform,  the  report  of  Secretary  of  Education  T.  H.  Bell’s  National 
Commission  on  Excellence  in  Education,  cited  some  findings  and 
made  recommendations  which  encompass  strengthening 
graduation  requirements,  adopting  more  rigorous  standards, 
lengthening  the  school  day  and  year,  and  raising  teachers’  pay. 

Academic  Preparation  For  College:  What  Students  Need 
To  Know  And  Be  Able  To  Do,  a  proposal  and  an  agenda  of  the 
College  Board’s  Educational  Equality  Project,  highlights  subjects 
and  skills  students  need  to  learn  in  school  in  order  to  do  effective 
work  in  college.  This  report  is  concerned  exclusively  with  the 
preparation  of  college-bound  students  and  they  believe  that  this 
academic  preparation  will  be  the  mainstream  of  the  future. 

Action  For  Excellence,  the  report  of  the  Task  Force  on 
Education  for  Economic  Growth,  organized  by  the  Education 
Commission  of  the  States  and  chaired  by  North  Carolina  Governor 
James  B.  Hunt,  Jr.,  says  that  “nothing  matters  more  than  education 
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--  nothing”.  The  message  of  this  report  is  that  we  must  “link 
education  to  the  economic  well-being  of  our  individual  states  and 
nation  as  a  whole”.  It  is  the  thesis  of  the  report  that  our  defense, 
prosperity,  and  social  stability  depends  on  improving  education. 

Making  The  Grade,  the  report  of  the  20th  Century  Fund  Task 
Force  on  Federal  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Policy, 
believes  that  equality  of  educational  opportunity  cannot  be 
separated  from  educational  quality.  This  report  speaks  to  the 
federal  role  in  education  and  sees  government  as  a  prodder  and 
poker  of  local  and  state  agencies  and  as  a  source  of  help  for  meeting 
the  needs  of  the  poor  and  handicapped. 

The  impact  of  these  reports  is  far  reaching.  All  call  for  reform  in 
the  face  of  radically  changing  conditions.  Each  stresses  the  need  for 
change  because  of  the  nature  and  speed  of  technological 
development.  They  recognize  academic  achievement  as  the  first 
purpose  of  schooling.  They  reflect  the  study  and  deliberations  by 
qualified  individuals.  The  challenges  set  forward  are  not  only  for 
educators  hut  also  for  the  parents,  the  students  and  the  broader 
community. 

In  our  school  district,  we  are  responding  on  a  variety  of  issues. 
The  testing  program  is  being  reviewed 

A  Graduation  Requirement  Committee  has  been  at  work  over 
the  course  of  this  year  and  reported  the  strengthening  of  require- 
ents  to  the  Committee  in  February 

Programs  in  Computer  Education  have  been  approved  and 
funds  for  their  support  were  appropriated 

New  attendance  policies  have  been  developed 

Science  programs  have  been  revised  and  up-to-date  textbooks 
are  in  use 

Teacher  training  in  computers  has  been  given  a  priority 
Special  training  is  provided  for  our  Physics  teacher 
Programs  for  gifted  students  are  under  study 
Work-study  programs  are  being  strengthened 
Curriculum  Review  Committees  were  established 
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Health  Education  and  Career  Education  are  under  study 

Improvements  have  been  made  to  our  facilities  and  our  athletic 
fields 

The  important  key  findings  in  all  the  reports  are 

“Education  is  an  investment,  not  an  expense” 

“We  cannot  afford  the  cost  of  neglect”  --  children  born  last  year 
will  graduate  in  2001  and  be  part  of  our  nation’s  workforce  until 
at  least  2048 

“More  than  at  any  other  time  in  our  history,  our  nation’s  schools 
need  to  improve” 

“Learning  is  the  indispensable  investment  of  the  information 
age” 

Education  is  basic  to  the  survival  of  our  free  and  democratic 
society” 

We  will  continue  to  examine  our  schools’  effectiveness  in  light  of 
these  reports  and  in  light  of  our  community’s  needs,  and  we  solicit 
your  contribution  and  support  in  our  endeavors  on  behalf  of  your 
youth.
